The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The stent provides lattice work which is covered by al alginate coating. This 
distinguishes from an alginate implant which has its own lattice work or matrix. 
Therefore the methods of treating using them are also distinct.
